This  book  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  and  honor 
of  our  fallen  heroes  and  to  their  living  comrades 
whom  Divine  Providence  has  graciously  willed  to 
survive  the  greatest  conflict  history  records,  and  to 
whom  Gen.  John  J.  Pershing  pays  tribute  in  the 
following  words:  "Their  deeds  are  immortal  and 
they  have  earned  the  eternal  gratitude  of  our  coun- 
try." 


IN  FLANDERS  FIELDS 


By  Lieut.  Col.  John  D.  McCrae 

(Written  during  the  second  battle  of  Ypres,  April, 
1915.  The  author  was  killed  on  duty  in  Flanders 
January  28,  1918.) 


In  Flanders  fields  the  poppies  blow 
Between  the  crosses,  row  on  row. 
That  mark  our  place;    and  in  the  sky 
The  larks,  still  bravely  singinp",  fly. 
Scarce  heard  amidst  the  guns  below. 
We  are  the  dead.     Short  days  ago

The  torch.     Be  yours  to  hold  it  high! 
If  ye  break  faith  with  us  who  die 
We  shall  not  sleep,  thoup-h  poppies  grow

Some  of  them,  perhaps,  were  not  residents  of 
Sayre  when  they  entered  the  service,  which  may 
account  for  the  lack  of  information  secured.

The  names  and  data  given  in  this  book  have  been 
gathered  by  volunteer  workers  gratuitously.  In 
many  cases  the  relatives  and  friends  were  unable 
or  failed  to  supply  the  information  desired,  hence 
the  blank  spaces. 

Every  effort  has  been  put  forth  by  the  workers 
to  make  this  list  complete  and  to  include  the  name 
of  every  soldier,  sailor  and  nurse  from  this  borough 
who  was  in  the  service,  especially  those  serving 
overseas.  If  any  have  been  omitted,  it  was  uninten- 
tional and  is  no  fault  of  the  workers;  the  fault  in 
that  case  rests  with  the  relatives  and  friends  who 
failed  to  make  such  missing  name  or  names  known. 

This  roll  is  intended  to  record  the  names  of  those 
who  were  in  active  military  or  naval  service  before 
November  11,  1918,  and  those  who  at  that  time  were 
stationed  at  cantonments  awaiting  transportation 
for  active  service. 

Names  of  members  of  the  Students'  Army  Train- 
ing Corps  and  others  in  attendance  at  in- 
stitutions of  learning  on  above  date,  and  unas- 
signed  men,  are  not  included  in  this  list.  They 
were  not  exposed  to  war's  dangers,  its  privations 
and  hardships,  neither  were  they  awaiting  trans- 
portation for  active  service  at  that  time.  They  were 
in  course  of  preparation  for  the  army,  and  if  the 
war  had  continued  would  have  gone  to  cantonments 
and  into  active  service  later,  in  which  case  their 
names  would  have  become  eligible  to  this  roll. 


Honor  to  whom  honor  is  due!  The  boys  who 
risked  their  lives,  fought,  suffered  and  died  won  the 
victory,  and  by  their  valorous  deeeds  earned  honor 
and  glory.
